Insane Florist Kills Woman With a 


Chair While She Was Praying 


For His Child. 


SAN FRANCISCO, November 24.—Louis DePaoli, a florist, 


residing at 420 Charter Oak avenue, beat out the brains of his sister- 
in-law, Catherine DePaoli, at an early hour this morning. His mur- 
derous work was done with two chairs, both of which were broken 
during his fierce attack. The cause of the crime is not positively 
known, but it is attributed to homicidal mania. 


ATTACKED AT NIGHT. 


The victim, who was the wife of Antoine DePaoli, brother of 


her slayer, had accompanied the latter and his family home from 
church and was invited to remain all night. 


Some trouble ensued and none of the family had retired at 6 


o'clock this morning when the murdered woman attempted to put 
one of her sister-in-law's children to sleep. 


The father resented this and killed her. 
Several hours later Antoine Pe Paoli came to the house inquir- 


ing for his wife. Louis told him that she was dead and threatened 
to kill him. Antoine notified the police and his brother was arrest- 
ed on a charge of murder. 


HYPNOTIC SPELL. 


Louis DePaoli surrendered to the officers without a struggle. 


He declares that his sister-in-law, whom he killed, held his children 
under a hypnotic spall. 
His baby daughter, Annie, recently was affected with eye trou- 


ble, and this he attributed to the mysterious influence of the woman 
he killed.

It is asserted that while prayers were being offered for the re- 


Krovery of the child's eyesight, DePaoli suddenly seized a chair and 
began his frenzied assault, from which he did not ^cease until long 
after the death of Catherine DePaoli, whose body was beaten out of 
semblance to'human form.

WHAT BALL SAYS. 


Relative to the charges Flre 
Chief 


Ball says he has nothing to say at the 
present time, but will amply defenc 
himself when the proper time comes 
Chief Ball states he does not fear an 
investigation, and believes he can show 
that the charges are based either on 
misinformation or personal animosity

THE FIRE. 


'The location of the flre above men- 


ioned, and the character and extent of 
he property endangered, are too well 
:nown to your honorable body to need 
-ecltal here 
It 13 sufficient to say that 


had the Burnham-Standeford Com- 
paq's mill been burned, and had an 
ordinary w ind prevailed, no human ef- 
fort could have saved that portion of 
te-ritor} and w ater front laying east 
and south thereof, from total destruc- 
tion, and as we hereinafter show, that 
mill v\as saved not by any effort of 
the ftre chief, but, on the contrary, by 
forcibly disobeying his orders. 


"We call your attention to the fol- 


lowing Incidents,^ occurring

can be proved by competent testimony

(a) Engine No. 1 


arrived at the flre without any fue 
for its furnace

THE COUPLINGS. 


"A messenger had to be sent fo 


these couplings, and after their arriva 
much difficulty was experienced 
by 


the firemen In connecting1 them, on ac- 
count of the inefficient condition of 
the couplings. During all time occu- 
pied by these proceedings the water 
tower was useless 
(c ) "Upon the ar- 


rival at the flre, the flre chief, before 
sending in any second alarm, spent 
several minutes carefully and deliber- 
ately removing and folding away his 
coat and vest, and removing, and care- 
fully depositing In safety, his cuffs. He 
then 
proceeded very leisurely 
and 


slowly, to turn In the second alarm In 
passing, your petitioners desire to say, 
that however creditably the above- 
mentioned acts reflect upon the care 
and neatness of the chief, regarding 
his personal appearance, his conduct in 
this respect was not appreciated by 


Such was the Sentence pronounced 


this morning by Judge Henry Melvln 
upon George W. Blaker for the murder 
onf Thomas Cook at Fruitvale on July 
22 last. A hush fell over the court- 
room as the sentence was pronounced, 
and those who crowded the place out 
of curiosity, 
left 
quietly, oppressed 


with the''feeling that they had wit- 
nessed a tragedy. Not vet seventeen 
years of age, young Blaker stood be- 
fore the bar, with hat in hard, and 
evidently did not appreciate,what the 
sentence meant to him 
Seated within 


the rail was Captain Charles H. Bla- 
ker, with tear-stained face, and 
his 


daughter, Mrs. Jennie Gotte, who was 
there to lend him her support in the 
time of his affliction 


NO TEARS NOR SCENE. 


There w ere no tears shed and 
no 


cene 
Attorney A L. Frlck had a 


hort talk with father and sister just 
lefore the pronouncing of sentence, 
and probably prepared them for

raign the prisoner. After the reading 
of the document setting forth the fact 
that he had been duly tried and con- 
victed of the crime of which he had 
been charged, he was asked if he had 
any legal cause to- show why sentence 
should not be pronounced upon him. 


ATTORNEY PRICK'S PLEA. 


With the ending of the reading. At« 


torney A. L. Trick, 
addressing 
thfc 


judge, said 
'There Is no legal cause 


your Honor, why sentence should not 


pronounced upon this young boy. A 


lury has found him guilty of murder 
In the second degree, which as we take

' This defendant Is a very 
young 


man. He was only a few days mor 
than sixteen years of age when this 
crime was committed. There is noth 
ing In his demeanor or that of his fam 
lly that would Indicate that he belong 
to the criminal 
class.

shown that the boy lost his mothe 
several j ears ago, and the boy's fath^e 
Is engaged in an occupation that take 
him away fiom home a great portlo 
of the time, and he probably has no 
been able to give him that attentlo: 
which he would like to have done. 


ASKS FOR LENIENCY. 


"I think that leniency may Justly b 
rged In this case. Your Honor know 
etter than I the policy of the law 


While It has in view the protection o 
oclety, it also has In mind the reform 
tlon of the offender, and Is It the bes 
hing to leave this young man entire 
y without hope?" 


Addresiing himself to the prisoner, 
udgo Melvin eaid:. "Blaker, a* I have 


had no occasion to »«y before. It ii at 
;uch timers these that I feel the re- 
iponsibility of my position and never 
did I feel it more keenly than I do 
at the present moment.. 
While your 


youth would n«tur«lly welgK heavily 
n your favor, I have before me my 
oath which I hsve sworn to keep.

THE JUDGMENT.

appear in the defense of its president, 
Major Dennis, Senator Burton said: 
"I told him that I did not want to en- 
ter a case of that kind as counsel for a 
rich firm for a nominal fee of $400 or 
$500, and suggested a contract of $500 a 
month for five, months. 


"When I received tho letter notifying 


me of my appointment by the 
Rialto 


Company I went down to see Chief Post- 
office Inspector Cochran, and 
inquired 
regarding complaints, because I was nat- 
urally anxious to learn the standing of 
the concern with which I was to be iden- 
tified."

Richard Mansfield Speaks 


to University of Cali- 


fornia Students. 


BERKELEY, Nov. 24.—All the Univer- 


sity of California turned out yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock in -Harmon Gym- 
nasium to hear Richard Mansfteld speak 
a word for the National Theater. The 
subject of the great actor's discourse 
was, "Talking versus. Acting," and he 
handled the theme with a touch which 
was surprising, coming from a man not 
supposed to be a trained lecturer. He! 
had his 'huge college audience as thor- 
oughly at his command as when playing 
any of the roles that have made him 
famous, 
swinging 
it easily from the 


lightest of raillery to the most eloquent 
of pleading. .The cheers which greeted 
him as he closed his address were signi- 
ficant of the impression he had made. 


Professor 
•William 
Dallam 
Arraes, 


chairman of the musical and dramatic 
committee, with Prentlss N. Gray, pres- 
ident of the associated students, sat on 
the 
platform, with 
the distinguished 
guest. Professor Armes Introduced Mans- 
field as, sincerely In his opinion, "tho 
foremost actor on the English-speaking 
stage." He spoke regretfully of the en- 
forced absence of President Wheeler. 


After remaking on the great interest 


displayed in the stage at the University 
of California, Mr. Mansfield went on to 
say, "Nor is the stage likely to die of 
neglect anywhere. But, at this moment, 
it cannot be denied that the stage Is 
drifting somewhat hither and 
thither. 


Every breath s of air and every current 
of public opinion impels it first in one 
direction and then in another. 
At one 


moment we may be in the doldrums of 
the English society drama or we are 
sluggishly rolling along in a 
heavy 


ground swell propelled by a passing cat's 
paw of revivals of the old melodrama. 
Again we catch a very faint northerly 
breeze from Ibsen or a southeaster from 
Maeterlinck 
and 
Hauptmann. 
Some- 
times we set our sails to woo that ever 
clearing breeze of Shakespeare, only to 
be forced out of our course by a sputter 
of rain, as Irish mist and half a squall, 
from George Bernard Shaw, 
but 
the 


greater part of the time the ship of the 
stage 
is 
careening wildly under bare 


poies with a man lashed to the helm 
(and let us hope that like Ulysses he has 
cotton wool in his ears) before a hurri- 
cane of comic opera!" 


Mr. Mansfield then stated that the 


pubuc was to-blame. He urged a na- 
tional theater, a recognized stage and a 
recognized school. 
"America has 
be- 


come too great, and its influence abroad 
too large, for us to afford to have re- 
course to that ancient and easy method 
of criticism which decries the American 
and extols the foreign." 


In speaking of the frequent compari- 


son between the actor of old times and 
of to-day, "as far 'as artlsltc atmos- 
phere and a literary coterie may be con- 
cerned, the actor may be said to eat his 
heart out in solitude. Where and from 
whom can he draw his inspiration? In 
the days of Garrlck those men who wrote 
plays came with bended knee and bated 
breath 
and 
whispering humbleness to 
beg Mr. Garrlck to accept their work. 
To-day! We look around a vast plain 
of emptiness, and If upon the horizon 
we descry the nebulous figure of a nas- 
cent dramatic ' author pressing to his 
puling lips a sucking bottle of dramatic 
butermllk, we crawl to his feet and Im- 
plore him to bestow upon us, regardless 
of cost, one drop of the precious fluid." 


Referring to the standards of the pres- 


ent day, Mr. Mansfield asserted that it 
had bankrupted Sir Henry Irving to give 
his plays the staging required. 
Such 


extravagance he deprecated. 
"Loads of 


money will make productions, but they 
won't m ke actors!" 


He then btterly rebuked those actors 


who debased the public and themselves 
by 
presenting degrading 'plays. 
"We 


may at once confess that there are sew- 
ers, and some bad sewers. That is the 
truth. But because it Is the truth, there 
is no need to exhibit them upon the 
stage. There are other means of eradi- 
cating such evils. The stage is neither a 
police court nor a hospital. 
Both are. 


unfortunately, necessary 
to 
mankind, 
but they are not necessary upon the 
stage. "The loftiest aim ,of the pulpit 
and the stage is to teach us to be better, 
and, consequently, happier, but neither 
a church congregation nor a 
theater 


audience Is to be improved by or should 
be asked to endure tte distressing de- 
tails of brutal, vulgar and 
disgusting 
vice." 


Enlarging upon his scheme for a na- 


tional theater, Mr. Mansfield recited the 
advantages of having it the arbiter of 
correct language and pronunciation and 
speech. "As for the practical side of an 
established theater, I am absolutely con- 
vinced that the national theater could 
be established in this country on a prac- 
tical and paying basis; and not only on 
a, paying basis, but upon a profitable 
basis. But under no circumstances must 
or can a national theater be made &n 
object of personal or Industrial (profit. 
Nor can it be a scheme for the exploita- 
tion of a social or literary fad. The na- 
tional theater must be given by the peo- 
ple to the people and be governed by the 
people."

The distance being- a little too 
far for me to reach In order to go to 
my mother's or my husband's place, I 
concluded to step Into a house, which 
I did, and explained that I had .taken 
sick on my way up town.

When I real- 
ized that I had been away from home 
so long, and especially all night, I was 
very much excited and nervous.

yield was poor in proportion to the acreage in bearing trees and 
vines, and the quality of the fruit inferior; but nevertheless the 
demand was active and the prices realized remunerative. On the 
whole, the crop has been more profitable to the producers this year 
than it was in many seasons when the yield was heavy and the 
quality of the fruit much better. A partial failure of the fruit crop 
East and South is responsible for this paradox. 
The increased de- 


mand resulting from widespread prosperity and the rapid growth 
of population where California fruits find their chief market was 
a decisive factor, however. Better organization of the fruit interests 
played its part, while the recent investigations have undoubtedly 
relieved shippers of some exactions and impositions which 
have 


heretofore diminished their profits.

good fortune may be ascribed, the fruit growers of California are 
to be congratulated on getting profitable returns from a poor crop.

The Orange in Central California 


"If orange growing 'has proved more remunerative' up North 


than it is down South, how happens it that the Northland markets 
about 2000 carloads of oranges annually, while the Southland mar- 
kets 30,000 carloads?" asks the Los Angeles Herald in an article 
deriding orange-growing north of Tehachapi. The 
Los Angeles 


paper had its bile stirred by a paragraph in THE TRIBUNE calling 
attention to the fact that the group of counties around Sacramento 
always sends the first shipments of California oranges to market. 


The Herald's question is a legitimate one, although not asked in 


good faith. 
Every person who has investigated the subject knows 


that the orange has been successfully grown as far north as Colusa 
and Oroville ever since the American occupation, but the inhabitants 
were so taken up with other pursuits that they made no attempt to 
go into orange-growing as an industry. 


Besides, the conditions up to a quarter of a century ago did not 


favor it. 
Orange culture requires intensive cultivation, irriga- 


tion 
and 
an abundance of labor. 
Wheat-growing 
m 
the 


central counties was enormously profitable; it did not require irri- 
gation, close cultivation or a large proportion of labor. It did not 
call into employment large capital and the returns were quick, while 
it did not call for the application of strict business principles or the 
study of the higher branches of horticulture. 


With the counties south of Tehachapi the case was 
entirely 


different. The climate was not adapted to the profitable production 
of general crops, and forbade farming on a large scale unless irriga- 
tion was practiced. Irrigation was necessary to the development 
of the country. At the same time it compels intensive cultivation; 
the land must be made to yield high-priced crops if it is to pay the 
cost of tillage, the expense of irrigation and various other charges 
growing out of the colony system 
The 
Southern Californians 


were driven to orange-growing because there was no other profitable 
crop they could produce on a large scale under the conditions exist- 
ing below Tehachapi. It is the only crop that would furnish bulky 
overland freights for the railroads 
Moreover, the orange carries a 


poetical suggestion, and is associated in the popular mind with a 
soft, warm climate. 


Railroads and land speculators first began advertising the region 


around Los Angeles as a health resort, particularly for consumptives.

Joaquin vallejs come to realize the potentialities of irrigation and 
the agricultural and horticultural growth possible under intensive 
cultivation. With our enormous variety of production it is neither 
probable nor economically wise for the orange to be made the lead- 
ing staple in this section of the State as it has been made in the ex- 
treme Southern counties, although the area of good orange land 
lying between Bakersfield and Tehama is treble the entire orange- 
bearing territory south of Tehachapi. 


Such in brief are the reasons why orange production north of 


Tehachapi is so much more backward than it is south of that line of 
division. The facts are more to the credit of the soil and climate, we 
admit, than they are to the enterprise and perspicacity of our people, 
but they cannot be truthfully denied. We ha\e slept on our oppor- 
tunities, minimized the enterprise of our Southern neighbors, and 
ignored the value of the orange as a wealth-producer and as an at- 
traction for the immigrant, to our own detriment, but fortunately we 
are not so dependent either on the immigrant or irrigation as they 
are down South. Nevertheless, this very good fortune has had a 
somewhat stagnating effect m localities and has caused the older 
strain of Californians to be neglectful of the boundless resources of 
their soil and climate

The result of Professor Loeb's experi- 


ments with these eggs of the mollusc 
have caused him to revise theories pre- 
viously held.

sea-water upon mollusc *eggs, with a 


view to determining 
how 
fertilization 


might be aceompllshed.a nd also to de- 
termine whether the action 
of sea- 


water and its effect upon ttic ejjgs is of 
a physical or chemical force. Professor 
Loeb formerly believed tho action was of 


*--a" physical character, but now* revises 


thin opinion. 


Discussing his experiments. Professor 


Loeb 
today 
made 
the following an- 


nouncement: 


Two years ago I published the fact 
that I was able to produce larvae from 
the unfertilized eggs of certain limpets 
{Acmaea. Lottia gigantea) by submit- 
ting these eggs for about two hours to 
hypertonic sea-water of a certain con- 
centration; but that I was not able to 
produce larvae by fertilizing the eggs 


. of the same females with sperm. 
Soon 


after I found my new method of artifi- 
cial parthenogenesis, I tried it also on 
the eggs 
glgantea. 


of limpets, especially Lottia 


I was never able to cause more than 


about five per cent of the eggs of Lottia 


to develop parthenogenctleally by treat- 
Ing them with hyeprtonio sea-water, the 
reason being that no more than that 
number were caused to become mature 
by this method. Artificial parthenogene- 
sis " is not always succesful in Lottia. 
since the hypertonic sea- water does not 
in all cases cause eggs to become ma- 
ture. 
These observations on the influ- 


ence of hypertonic sea-water on the pro- 
cess of maturation are of special inter- 
est since they seem to pave the way for 
the decision of' another question that I 
have often alluded to in my papers on 
artificial 
parthenogenesis; 
namely, 


whether the hypertonic sea-water caused 
the development of the unfertilized egg 
by a. merely physical or .a chemical in- 
fluence upon the latter. 
At. first I was

Then Satan 
appears before God and falsely accus- 
es Job. and God gives him leave to 
tempt Job, but "in all this Job sinned 
not nor charged God foolishly." Again 
Satan receives permission to 
tempt 


from the sole of his 
boils 
foot unto 
hi; 
crown. 
Job suffered silently, saying, 


'What! shall we receive good-at the 
hand of God, and s^iall -we-not receive 
evil?'" 
Friends and spectators gath- 
er about him to speak words of con- 
solation. Then, his suffering becoming 
intense. Job curses, not God, but the 
day of his birth. His suffering is sent 
as a test of his saintship. The conso- 
lation of his friends Is that all suffer- 
ing- is Judgment upon sin. They say 
he has but to. put away sin and he'wlll 
become well. Job looked for different 
consolation from them and longs for 
the day of his death. He says that no 
sin could bring this upon him. He asks

that they leave him alone so that he his blessings and lives till-an old age.'

lime. Finally, Job's eye seeth and he 
therefore repents. Job says that he 
Is not perfect, but that he Is Innocent 
of sin.

tude. The strong faith of Job la more 
acceptable than the blind adoration of 
his friends.

SOMETHING ABOUT MARS. 


BOSTON,'Nov. 24.—Professor Per- 


ciral Lowell, director of the P1agstaf£ 
observatory, addressed the society of 
Arts of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology last night on "Recent Re- 
searches on the Canals of Mars." 


The telescope through which the re- 


cent observations of the planet 
were 


made is a 24-Inch glass and tie most 
space-penetrating of any in the world. 
3e said through the telescope Mars 
was the most superb object that could 
be imagined and there was no woman 
vho would not give up her jewels for 
.he effect. 


Prof. Lowell differed with Prof. W. 
3. Pickering, who announced in 1898 
hat he discovered forty lakes upon 
he planet. The speaker said that ob- 
ervations at Flagstaff showed that 
he dots observed by •-Professor Pick- 
ering were there but they were not 
lakes. 
The number of dots had in-' 
creased to 400, as 
shown upon 
the 


disks and were recognizable today. 
.The whole surface of the planet was 
triangulated by lines which were be- 
lieved to be canals. The canals start- 
ed at the Arctic and continued straight 
down to the opposite pole. He there- 
fore believed that thqse canals were 
not natural, but artificial. With every- 
thing beginning at the pole on Mars 
•the water had to wait until the polar 
caps wore off. Observations determine 
that every oasis was 
clasped In a 


double canal.

WHAT'.BALL-SAYS. 


Relative to the charges Fire Chief 


Ball says he has nothing to say at the 
present time, but, will. amply defend 
himself when the proper time comes. 
Chief Ball states he does not fear an 
Investigation, and believes he can show 
that the charges are Abased either on 
misinformation or personal animosity.

A hush fell'over the court- 
room as the sentence was pronounced, 
and those who-crowded the place out 
of curiosity, -left -Quietly, oppressed 
with the feeling- that they had wit- 
nessed a tragedy. Not yet Beventeen 
years of agre, young Blaker *stood be- 
fore the bar, with hat. in hand, and 
evidently did not appreciate whs.t the 
sentence meant to him. Seated within 
the rail was Captain Charles H. Bla- 


ker, 
with tear-stained face, and his 


daughter, Mrs. Jennie Ootte, who was 
there to lend him her support In the 
time of his affliction. • 


NO TEARS. NOR SCENE. 


In the flre department under Mr. Ball's [ There were no tears, shed and, .no 
mismanagement. 


THE FIRE. 


"The location of the. fire above men- 


tioned, and the character and extent of 
the property endangered, are too well 
known to your honorable body to need 
recital here. It is sufficient to say that 
had the Burnham-Standeford Com- 
pany's mill been burned, and had an 
ordinary wind prevailed, no human ef- 
fort could have saved that portion of 
territory and water front laying east 
and south thereof, from total destruc- 
tion; and, as we hereinafter show, that 
mill was saved not by any effort of 
the fire chief, but, on the contrary, by 
forcibly disobeying his orders. 


"We call your attention to. the fol- 


lowing Incidents, 
occurring at 
the 


above-mentioned flre, which Incidents- 
can be proved by competent testimony 
before your board: (a) Engine No. 1 
arrived at the fire without any fuel 
for Its furnace, (b.) The water tower 
arrived at the flre without necessary 
hose couplings. 


THE COUPLINGS. 


"A messenger had to .be sent for 


these couplings, and after their arrival 
much difficulty was experienced by 
the firemen la connecting them, on ac- 
count of tha Inefficient condition of 
the couplings. During all time occu- 
pied by these proceedings. the water 
tower was useless, (c.) Upon thei ar- 
rival at the flre, the fire chief,'; before 
sending in any second alarm, spent 
several minutes carefully and deliber- 
ately removing and folding away his 
coat and vest, and removing, and care- 
fully depositing in safety, his cuffs. He 
then proceeded very leisurely . and 
slowly, to turn In the second"'alarm. In 
passing, yo-ar petitioners desire to. say, 
that however 
creditably the -.above- 


mentioned acts reflect upon the-care 
and neatness of the chief, regarding 
his personal appearance, his-conduct In 
this respect was not'appreciated .-by 


icene. . Attorney A. U. .Frlck had 
short talk with father and, sister Just 
before the pronouncing ,.,of 
sentence,

worst. With the .leniency, of. the pres- 
ent laws In the. paroling, of prisoners,;

Jury has found him guilty of murder 
In the second degree, which as we take 
it. It had a right to do/and which was 
a part of its function. 


"This defendant IB a very

man. He was only a few days more 
than sixteen years of age' when this 
crime was committed. There la noth- 
ing In his demeanor or that of his fam- 
ily that would Indicate that he belongs 
to the criminal

Armes, 


chairman of the musical and dramatic 
committee, with Prentiss N. Gray, pres- 
ident of the associated students, sat on 
the 
platform 
with 
the 
distinguished 


guest. Professor Armes Introduced Mane- 
field as, sincerely In his opinion, "the 
foremost actor on the English-speaking 
stage." He spoke regretfully 'of "the en- 
forced absence of President Wheeler. 


After remaking on 'the great Interest 


displayed in the stage at the University 
of Cailfprnla, Mr. Mansfleld went on to 
say, "Nor is the stage likely to die of 
neglect anywhere. But, at this moment.

We look, around a vast plain 
of emptiness, and If upon the horizon 
we descry the nebulous figure of a nas- 
cent dramatic author pressing to .his 
puling lips a sucking bottle of dramatic 
butermllk, we crawl to his feet and im- 
plore him to bestow upon us, regardless 
of cost, one drop of the precious fluid.' 
Referring to the standards of.the.pres- 


ent day, Mr. Mansfleld asserted that It 
had bankrupted Sir Henry Irving to'Rive 
his plays the staging required. 
Such 


extravagance he deprecated. '.'Loads o! 
,money will make productions, but they 
won't make actors!" 
He then btterly rebuked those actors 


who debased the public and themselves 
by 
presenting . degrading plays. 
"We 


may at once confess that there are sew- 
ers, and some bad sewers. 
That Is the 


truth. But because it Is the truth, there 
is no need, to exhibit them upon the 
stage. There are other means of eradi- 
cating such evils. The stage is neither a 
police court nor a hospital. • Both are, 
unfortunately, necessary 
to 
mankind, 


but they are not necessary upon the 
stage. 
The loftiest aim of the pulpit 
and the stage Is to teach us to be better, 
and,

GRAPHICAL. LOCALS—NEWS 


NOTES. 


Typographical TJnion No. Jl of Ban 


Francisco shows a great desire'to follow 
In the footstep*-o fthe British- National 
Federation of Unionists, and to eom« ex- 
tent bar holders at political office from 
participation In delegate 'bodies of trade 
unionists. It made a strenuous fight for 
the adoption of that principle in the last 
meeting of the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor, at Bakersfteld. 
It lost 
there, after a. moat brilliant debate, Pres- 
ident Cornelius of £he Car Men's Union i 
in San Francisco being among the sup- ' 
porters of the adoption of the principle. 
In a circular which It Is presumed is 


being sent .to ail local unions In the 
State affiliated with the State Federa- 
tion. Typographical Union No. 21 la now 
presenting the matter again in the shape 
of a 'resolution reciting that persons 
holding political offices, even though they 
be members in good standing of labor 
unions, shoud be debarred from holding 
office in federate or delegate bodies rep- 
resenttigr local unions, asking local un- 
ions to instruct their delegates to the 
meeting of the California State-Federa- 
tion in Oakland to support such a reso- 
lution there, and local unions are now 
voting on the typographical union's prop- 
osition. 
Mr. Cornelius, though he fav- 


ored it last year, Is now opposed to it, 
and the Car Men' Union of San Fran- 
cisco has voted down the proposition 
to Instruct Its delegates in accordance 
with the typographical wishes. What Is 
Its reason for the course it has chosen 
to take now Is not known here, but some 
of the be»t known men In the labor 
movement in Alameda county, who have 
also previously . been in favor of .the 
typo's proposition, are also now against 
it, on .the ground, that It does, not go far 
enough; that to*exclude holders• ol po- 
litical offices, no matter how good union 
men they' may otherwise be, from hold- 
Ing office in delegate bodies and not ex- 
clude them from the position of dele- 
gates is merely to make so One a dis- 
tinction as would cause endless trouble 
without doing any real good. 


The report of. the annual meeting of 


the national federation of labor socle- 
ties In Great Britain, printed in • a reT 
cent number of the Labor Clarion of San 
Francisco, gives a very Interesting re- 
sume of the history of action on this 
question In that country, the outcome 
of which has been the full exclusion of 
political office 
holders from 
delegate 


bodies in that country, this result being 
brought about, in a very large degree, by 
the voluntary action of such men as John 
Burns, who, though unionists of the first 
class, had ceased to be practical worker* 
at their trades and were holders7of po- 
litical, office, though they were using 
their powers in those spheres for union- 
cm ra the highest sense. Bums volun- 
tarily resigned' hi.i:- position in trades 
union . delegate "bodies, saying that he 
thought the general movement •was •wise.

contempt, and went on with their old slipshod methods of farming 
with gang plows and tramp labor till persistent cropping sterilized 
the once matchless fertility of the soil and the downward trend of 
gram prices forced them to turn their attention to other crops Even 
then they preferred stone to citrus fruits, because they are more 
quickly gro\\n and can be produced with little or no irrigation 


Only of late years have the farmers of the Sacramento and San 


Joaquin valleys come to realize the potentialities of irrigation and 
the agricultural and horticultural growth possible under intensive 
cultivation 
With our enormous variety of production it is neither 


probable nor economically wise for the orange to be made the lead- 
ing staple in this section of the State as it has been made in th~ ex- 
treme Southern counties, although the area of good orange land 
lying between Bakersfield and Tehama is treble the entire orange- 
bearing territory south of Tehachapi 


Such m brief are the reasons why orange production north of 


Tehachapi is so much more backward than it is'south of that line of 
division 
The facts are more to the credit of the soil and climate, we 


admit, t":an they are to the enterprise and perspicacity of our people,

Discussing his experiments Professor j 


JUoeb 
today

nouncement: 


Two years ago I published the fact 


that I was able to produce larvae" from j 
the unfertilized eggs of certain limpets! 
(Acmaea. Lottia glgnntca) by submit- 
ting these eggs for about two hours to! 
hypertonic sea-water of a certain con-1 
centratlon: but that I was not able to 
produce larvae by fertilizing the eggs 
of the same females with sperm. Soon 
after I found my new method o? artifi- 
cial parthenogenesis. I tried it also on 
the eggs of limpets, especially Lottla 
glgantea. 
I was never able ^ to cause more than 


about five per cent of the eggs of Lottia 


to develop parthenogenetically by treat- 
ing them with hyeprtonlc sea-water, the 
reason being: that no more than that 
number were caused to become mature 
by this method. Artificial parthenogene- 
sis is not always succesful in Lottia, 
since the hypertonic sea-water does not 
in ^all cases cause eggs to become ma 
ture. 
These observations on the Influ 


enco of hypertonic sea-water on the pro 
cess of maturation are of special inter- 
est since they seem to pave the way for 
the decision of another question that I 
have often' alluded to in my papers on 
artificial 
parthenogenesis; 
namely, 


whether the hypertonic sea-water caused 
the development of the unfertilized egg 
by a merely physical or a chemical in- 
fluence upon the latter. At first I was 
inclined to assume that there existed a 
direct physical Influence of the extrac- 
tion of water from the egg upon the col- 
loids In the egg and I used to discuss 
this possibility in my 
lectures 
more 


fully than in my papers, especially in 
connection with the work of Hardy. But 
at tiie same time a possibility of a chem- 
ical effect existed and could be account- 
ed for by the fact that the loss of water 
on the part of the egg must alter the 
degree of electrolytic dissociation une- 
qually for the different salts contained 
in the ess. 
One of the results might 


be a change in tho concentration of the 
HO or H ions in the egg and this might 
lead to a catalysis of certain chemical 
processes. 
Since our,experiments indi- 


cate that the Influence of alkali upon 
the process of maturation is' a chemical 
one it Is probable that the eo.ua! though 
weaker 
effect 
of the hypertonic sea- 
water upon the same process 
Is also 


chemical. I Intend to continue this line 
of inquiry.

ent plans, and contractors are figuring 
for the purpose of getting a preliminary 
Idea of what the structure would cost 
with that kind of stone for the facade 


QUESTION OF COST. 


The organization alma to put up a ca- 


thedral which will cost $100,000, tut an 
Idea obtains that the cost of the struc- 
tiire under the proposed plans would be 
from $120,000 to S150.000 


NOT FOR BUSINESS. 


The present plans are of the French 


renaissance, and aim to convey the idea 
that the structure Is not intended for 
commercial purposes such as will doubt-

be the purpose of the buildings 


which will surround It. 


WANT MORE PROPERTY. 


The association owns a lot at 
the 


southwest corner of Harrison and Four- 
teenth streets, 100x100 feet 
It is upon 


this site that, at present, the proposed 
building Is to be located, although an at- 
tempt has been made to enlarge this 
ar^a by the puronase of the lot Immedi- 
ately to the south, facing on Harrison, 
siieet, which is now occupied by the 
Welsh Presbyterian Church, which haa 
a frontage of flfty feet and a depth of 
100 feet.

SOMETHING ABOUT MARS. 


BOSTON. Nov. 24.—Professor Per- 


clval Lowell, director of the Flagstaff 
observatory, addressed the society of 
Arts of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology last night on "Recent Re- 
searches on the Canals of Mars." 


The telescope through which the- re- 
cent observations of the planet 
wero 
made is a 24-inch glass and tie most 
space-penetratjhg of any in the world. 
He said through the telescope Mars 
was the most superb object that could 
be Imagined and there was no woman 
who" would not give up her jewels for 
the effect. 


Prof. Lowell differed with Prof. "W. 


H. Pickering, -who announced in 1898 
that he discovered forty lakes upon 
the planet. The speaker said that ob- 
servations at Flagstaff 
showed that 


the dots observed by Professor Pick- 
ering were there but they were not 
lakes. 
The number of dots had in- 
creased to 400, as 
shown upon 
the 


disks and were recognizable today. 


The whole surface of the planet v.-as 


triangulated by lines which were be- 
lieved to be canals. The canals star.L- 
ed at the Arctic and continued straiff-it 
down to the opposite pole. He there- 
fore believed. that these canals were 
not natural, but artificial. With every- 
thing beginning at the pole on Mars, 
the water had to wait until the polar 
caps wore off. Observations determine 
that every oasis was 
clasped,. in,. a 


double canal. The behavior of these 
canals could only be interpreted by an 
unnatural process. 
Professor Lowell 


concluded, 
therefore, that we were 


looking upon the work of some sort of 
Intelligence.
